ANGLIA, SUNK BY MINE, RECENT-

ANGLIA, SUNK BY MINE, RECENT- 


LY CONVEYED HIM FROM WAR 
FRONT AFTER HIS ACCIDENT 


LOXDOX, Nov. 18—The British hos- 


pual ship Anglia was sunk by a mine 
in the English 
channel 
yesterday. 


Three hundred men wcro savud oiit 
of a total of 3S5. 


A statement issued by tho Odicial 
Press bureau gave tho news of the 
disaster. It said that of the 13 offi- 
cers and 372 men on hoard tha Anslia, 
300 hart been saved. 


The following official communication 


concerning tho disaster was made pub- 
lic: 


"Tlie war office reports that tho hos- 


pital ship Anglia struck a mine in the 
channel today mid sank. 
The total 


number on board was 13 officers and 
372 men of other rankt. of whom about 
XOO were saved by a fiatro! vessel. 


"Another ship proceeding to the res- 


cue was also sunk by another mine." 
(This was the collier Lusit.inia.l 


Another oflicial communication says: 
"King George was shocked to hear 


that tho 
Anslia. which 
so recently 


conveyed him across Ihn phanr.cl. had 
been sunk.

Judging from the size of the Bulga- 


rian forces rushing from Tetovo south- 
ward and from tho initial success of 
their new turning movement which has 
changed entirely the military situation 
In southern Serbia, Monastir Is In dis- 
tinct danger.
